para. 6a; Bnjeckner expressed— as he had once before to me while in Washington— 
his vf'.ry high regard for the leadership of UPSWLVG, particularly its 
chief. He said he actually had in mind to approach the Chief of UPSWING 
some time in the future for a position. The work of UPSWING, he felt, 
would have great interest for him. These thoughts, he said, he vias 
stating in confidence. He had set for himself the achievement of two 
objectives in the development of the SO and after th^e had been ful- 
filled he would like a change. The first of the two goals has been 
realized^ new quarters for the SG.
